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Mil opponents arrested after 
protest on MacGregor’s roof 


THE Transport Secretary 
Mr John MacGregor, refused 
to be intimidated by anti mo- 
[ o r w ay proteste rs w ho 
climbed on to the roof of his 
h o ni e y e s t e r d ay , w rites

Nine demonstrators 
opposing the building of the 
M 1 1 tint; road in east London 
were at rested after staging 
the five- hour protest at Mr 
MacGregors north London 
house 

They were brought down 


by firemen but threatened to 
stage repeat their protests. 

Mr MacGregor dismissed 
the stunt as ’ a ridiculous 
attempt to overturn our dem- 
ocratic way of doing things' 1 . 

The protest, involving 20 
demonstrators, began at 
6.30am Neighbours alerted 
police a f t e r nine p e o p 1 c 
climbed on to the roof of the 
next-door bouse and clam- 
bered across, 

Having steadied them- 
selves, the\ unfurled a ban- 


ner which read “Mil link 
returned to sender 1 '. 

Despite the commotion, 
Mr MacGregor remained 
inside until 7,15am when he 
emerged to get into his car. 
Police officers condemned 
the protest as “irresponsi- 
ble 1 and said it had been 
frightening for Mrs MacGre- 
gor. who remained in the 
house throughout. 

Nine people were later 
c h a rge d w i t h d 1 s o r d e r 1 y 
behaviour.
